ARGENTINA in 1926. 
Presumably Rudolfo PEREZ PASTOR, Spanish, in touch 
with Spanish Communists in ARGENTINA, an associate 
of Erich SIELOFF (Comment [v]). 
Possibly relates to PE[RJEZ PASTOR (Comment [vi]). 
irgentinian, born 1913, lived in SPAIN (CATALONZ.) 
1916-1929 and fought in the Spanish Civil War.
